Ir is natural, from the proximity of the 
twolcountries, that intercourse between 
Japan and Corea should have been 


frequent, from early times.” As a 
Chineso author, quoted by Du Halde, 
simply expresses it—“The mountain 
Kin-shan in Corea, and the island Twi- 
ma-lan in Japan are within sight of 
one-another, and the two nations inter- 
married and traded together.” Neither 
was it unnatural that Corea should 
attract the attention of the Japanese 
when their warlike spirit was excep- 











tionally stirred. It lay within con- 








venient distance, and was a tempting 
object both for conquest and plunder. 
The first invasion of which we find 
record occurred at the close of the 
sixteenth century, when the Coreans 
seem to have offered little resistance, 
and to have fallen back at once for 
protection on China, A large Chinese 
army was sent in response to the call, 
and, after some severe fighting, appears 
to have worsted the Japanese, who 
made peace on the following terms :— 
That the Japanese should deliver up 
their conquests in Corea; that the 
ruler of Japan should send no Ambas- 
sador to. China; that he should swear 
never to invade Corea. That at least 
the Chinese version; but the peace 
was of short duration, ‘The King of 
Corea insulted Japan by sending a 
small mandarin, with an insignificant 
present, in the following year; and in 
tho twenty-fifth year of the Emperor 
Vanlye, the war was renewed. ‘Tho 
Chinese again came to the rescue, but 


;.| do not appear, this time, to have made 


any impression upon the invaders— 
who, however, retired to Japan on the 
death of the then Sovereign, in 1598. 
We are told that history repeats 
itself, and if we may judge from the 
tone of Japanese papers, it has a 
tendency to do so ab the presont 
moment in the case of Japan and Corea. 
It was nearly a toss up, two years ago, 
whether Formosa or Coren should be 
chosen as an outlet for the pent-up 
energies of the Samurai, Tho expedi- 
tion which was actually carried ont does 
not seem to have effaced the yearning 
of the latter towards Corea; and now, 
again, we hear of embassies and insults, 
and visits of gunboats, and military 
preparations, which all look as though 
a quarrel with that country were quite 
on the cards, unless the Corean Govern- 
ment give in to the requirements of 
their rather imperious and restless 
neighbours. In such a case, as Corea 
would not, we imagine, be able to stand 
for a‘day against the invading army, 
Peking would, of course, be appedled 
to for assistance; and the episodes of 
the sixteenth century would be repeated. 





‘Tho case is, we imagine, very much ag 
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it was with Formosa, The more restless 
spirits of the military class want employ- 
ment; and their very turbulence gives 
them prominence over the more peace- 
fully disposed. To quote the words of 
the Rising Sun:—* There is a certain 
class in Japan always ready for war. 
‘They were ready to go to Formosa; 
they were not slow in advocating a 
brush with China; and now that those 
exciting episodes in the annals of 
Japanese history are over, their atten. 
tion is directed in another quarter. 
‘The Coreans—yes, the Coreans—have 
neglected to pay us tribute for many 
years. We have thrashed the Formo- 
sans, and frightened the Chinese into 
paying an indemnity; now we must 
show our progress in civilization, in the 
art of war; manifest our immeasurable 
superiority to the ignorant Coreans, 
who defy us with their old muskets 
and their bows and arrows. Let us 
man our ships, invade Corea, conquer 
and annex it to Japan; thus will we 
show the glory of our nation, the 
invincible power of our arms.” The 
leader in all these ebullitions seems to 
bo the powerful clan of Satsuma; it was 
Satsuma chiefly which impelled the 
Government into the Formosan expedi- 
tion ; and now, again, we are told that 
the mauufacture of rifles and powder 
is specially active at Kagosima, That 
the members of the Government desire 
war is unlikely. ‘They share, no doubt, 
their countrymen’s irritation at the be- 
haviour of Corea; but they appreciate 
the cost and inconvenience of war, 
‘The war party, however, is a powerful 
and demonstrative one in Japan, and 
easily excited; while the peace party, 
if not less numerous, is less powerful, 
and less able to sway the action of 
Government. ‘The cloud, as yet, is 
perhaps scarcely bigger than a man’s 
hand, and may pass away from the 
horizon. But it is there, and indicates 
a possible contingeucy of much political 
interest. It would be curious if Japan, 
which for centuries set the example 
of rigid seclusion, were to be instru- 
mental in opening up Corea to Foreign 
intercourse, But such a contingency 
is not at all unlikely.

A small triangular strip of Ind 
at the back of the Theatre was sold to the 
Municipal Council for the purpose of 
widening the road at that point ; and tho 
price obtained for it covered the cost. of 
the improvements to the Theatre Rond. 

‘There was again a numerous attendance 
at the concert of the Wind Instrument 
Socioty in the Public Garden on Wodnes- 
day evening. ‘The river esplanade was 
thronged, doubtless in consequence of a 
pleasant breeze from the water, which, 
after the interiso heat of the last three days, 
was deliciously cool and refreshing. ‘Tho 
music was as usual excellent and loudly 
applauded. 

Tt was a common remark among officers in 
the Crimea, duriug'the Russian War, that 
they had to wait for the arrival of the Times 
to know what was going on on the spot. 
We appear to be in somewhat the sume 
position, We have to wait for telegrams 
from London, of what is said in the 
House, to learn what is being done here in 
the Yunnan affair.—A telegram of the 20th 
July states that Lord Deiby has said the 
gentlemen appointed to investigate the 
murder of Mr. Margary aro to start about 
the end of August. 

We have an impression that negociatious 
about the Yunnan affair are drawing to 
ahead. The China Mait declares—tst, 
‘That Mr. Wade is about presenting an 
ultimatum at Peking. 2nd, ‘That the Brit- 
ish Government is determined Kiungchow 
shall be opened. 3rd, That the Western 
trade route is to be properly explored, the 
late attack notwithstanding. 4th, That 
China is to be prossed to send Ambassadors 
to Europe, instead of being allowed to 
conduct all negociations at Peking.—One 
thing is certain, Mr. Wade has left for 
Tientsin, we presume to present the ulti- 
matum spoken of,

Tokio, 
which will leave Hongkong about 16th 
August. ‘The connecting steamer will 
jeave Shanghai about the same date. It 
is expected that shipments will be de- 
livered in New York in 38 to 42 days 
from date of sailing from Yokohama, 
“Space will be granted in the order of 
application, and without proportionate 
allotment.”

THE TREATIES SHOULD BE PUBLISHED 
IN THE “PEKING GAZETTE.” 

Ovr ‘Tientsin Correspondent lately 
suggested that, if the Chinese Govern- 
ment had had the grace to acknow- 
ledge publicly the service rendered by 
Mr. Wade in connexion with the Japan 
difficulty, it might have had good effect 
on onr relations with the people. It is 
not unlikely ; but, as he remarked, the 
act would have involved both common 
sense and honesty! Not ouly so, but 
it would have involved recognizing the 
existence of England as a power instead 
of a tributary nonentity. Obviously, 
intervention at a critical moment, and 
the bringing together of opponents 
who were at the point of rupture, im- 
plies some influence; and influence at 
an Asiatic Court implies power. 
Whereas the policy of the Peking 
Government has been to ignore the 
very existence of Foreiguers in official 
print. Their corporeal existence and 
presence in the empire is a fact too pal- 
pably disagreeable to be got over, But 
the humiliation need at least not be 
acknowledged in print—not even when 
the Emperor had to receive their 
Envoys, who were too ill-bred to con- 
form to Celestial ceremony. The 
escape of a criminal from a country 
gaol, the degradation of a petty magis- 
trate for incapacity, or the interposition 
of asnake at a critical moment in the 
fate of an embankment, are all matters 
worthy of notice, Even visits of 
‘Tribute-bearers from Liuchin or from 
Burmah, redounding as they must to 
glory of the Emperor and the vanity 
of the people, are dwelt upon at length. 
But it would be impossible to disguise 
that Western barbarians are here oti a 
somewhat different footing from Asiatic 
tributaries, Their claim to equality, 
however monstrous, would probably 
somehow crop:out ; or some unrenson- 
able Envoy would object to the terms 
in which his insignificant country was 
mentioned ; and the result generally 
might be to shake the conviction of the 
masses in the unquestioned supremacy of 
the Emperor, and sosilenceis maintained. 
To have acknowledged in the Peking 
Gaxetto the action of Mr. Wade in the 
Tapanese difficulty, would have been to 
break through the established rule, and 
would’have involved all these possible 
inconveniences—for what purpose ? 
The Chinese officials have no wish to 
create friendly relations -between their 
people and foreigners ; on the contrary, 
they prefer to keep us at arm’s length, 
and to confine our intercourse to the 
narrowest relations of trade. They 
are incapable of conceiving the obliga- 
tion to do a thing becnuse it is in itself 
graceful and honorable; and their 
interest—from their narrow stand-point 
—rather pointed adversely to the pro- 
ceeding. 

As, however, they show no disposi- 
tion to grow-wiser of their own accord, 
it is nearly timo wisdom was forced upon 





them, and official recognition of our 
status demanded. Art. VIII of the 
Convention of Peking requires that, as 
soon as the ratifications of the Treaty 
of Tientsin shall have been exchanged, 
the Emperor “shall, by decree, com- 
mand the high authorities in the Capital 
and ‘in the Provinces to print and 
publish the aforesaid Treaty and the 
present Convention, for general in- 
formation ;” and we believe the Treaty 
was published in the Peking Gazette of 
1860, but French missionaries in the 
interior discovered that the copies sent 
inland had been carefully expurgated ; 
just as, at the time of the Audience, 
the copies of the Gazette sent inland 
contained a satirical account of the 
whole affair, while those destined 
for the neighborhood of Treaty 
ports were decorously silent. Now the 
recent proceedings in Yunnan may be 
taken to show that it is as requisite 
inland mandarins should read Foreign 
treaties, as those who are condemned to 
intercourse with us at the thirteen open 
ports. Mr. Wade, in an able despatch 
written shortly after the Tientsin 
Massacre, blamed the Government 
for not educating their officials in regard 
to Foreigners, and elicited from Prince 
Kung a proclamation regarding their 
position, which was probably not all 
that Mr, Wade himself could have 
desired, but which would still have 
done good if it had been posted as 
required at the gates of every city in 
the Empire. ‘This, however, was of 
course not done. What was done was 
to follow the precedent of the treaty 
publication’ in 1860, A few copies in 
small type were posted at the treaty 
ports, but Missionariés in the interior 
generally reported that they neither 
saw nor heard of the document. The 
present occasion might be wisely taken 
to insist. on the publication of all the 
Foreign treaties in the Gazette, without 
equivocation or reservation, as the 
best way of making these important 
engagements known to the mass of the 
officials and the people. ‘The people 
accept what is stated in the Gazette as 
gospel, and if the treaties were all 
published there and largely circulated, 
every official in the Empire would get 
an idea of the true status of foreigners 
China. At present, we doubt if one 
in a thousand has over read a single 
treaty. 





THE WOOSUNG TRAMWAY. 


We took occasion, twelve months ago, 
to protest against Shanghai being 
accused of lack of enterprise because 
it bad not yet made the Woosung 
Tramway. The charge of slowness 
may or may not lie against its residents, 
in some respects ; but it was not fair 
to charge them with apathy in regard 
to a scheme that had not yet been 
laid before them. “Let,” we then 
wrote, “a competent Board of Directors 
be named, a capital sum fixed, bankers 
appointed, the whole thing properly 
advertised, and tenders for scrip invited; 





and we believe there would be a yery 
good chance of getting the money 
even in these days of bad silk, inflated 
teas, depressed sbares, smashed piece 
goods, and general impecuriosity.” A 
Tumour subsequently got abroad that 
an engineer- had come out from 
England, and killed the enterprise by 
an extravagant estimate of cost; and 
people almost feared the scheme was 
really dead, and that there would be 
no tramway during the present genera. 
tion. Weare glad to learn that this 
is not the case, but that there is now a 
better prospect than ever of the idea 
being carried out. A Board of Direc. 
tors has been named, a capital sum has 
been fixed, estimates have been obtained, 
contractors have been negociated with— 
and applications for scrip are now invited, 
Silk is, if possible, worse, teas are more 
inflated, shares more depressed, piece 
goods more systematically smashed, 
and impecuniosity is more hopelessly 
general than ever; but we still believe 
Shanghai will readily give the Ts. 
15,000 which, only, we are asked to 
contribute towards the undertaking, 
Itis needless to say that the estimates 
have been framed with a most careful 
regard to economy; our readers will 
be convinced of the fact when we say 
that £50,000 will cover the total out- 
lay, As all aro aware, the ground has 
been purchased and a road partially 
laid out for a distance of some 94 miles 
from the Soochow Creek to the Woo- 
sung Creek. The original purchasers 
of this roadway are prepared to make 
it over to the Tramway Company at 
cost price, without any claim for pro- 
fit or interest, and to take payment in 
shares. Nearly half of the required 
capital is thus at once provided, aud 
absorbed, On the roadway, it is pro- 
posed to lay down a single line of rails 
of the gauge of 2 ft. 6 in, and to main. 
tain communication between Shanghai 
and Woosung by light .trains for both 
passengers and goods traffic. ‘There 
will, of course, be terminal stations at 
these two places, and small calling 
stations at the half-way town of Kung- 
wan and at the Woosung Custom 
House on the main river, The cou- 
struction of the line, the purchaso of 
rolling-stock, erection of premises, and 
all incidental expenses will cost only 
£28,000; and this sum, as we said 
before, has been subscribed within Tis. 
15,000 which Shanghai is now asked 
to contribute. As the Company has 
been formed in England, the shares 
have been given a storling denomina- 
tion. They are of £20 each, so that 
no one-need be deterred by fear of 
loss, even if the enterprise prove un- 
remunerative. This is a point on 
which we are aware that considerable 
difference of opinion exists. We are 
inclined, ourselves, to view the pros- 
pect hopefally. It is estimated that 
the total cost of working will be only 
£20 -a-day, and that anything taken 
beyond that {sum will be profit. £20, 
even at the present rate of exchange, 
equals only Tis. 72, or about 86,000 
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cash; and we cannot but believe that 
a greater sum than this will be taken 
before the line has been many months 
in operation, There is a large pas- 
senger traffic even now between 
Shanghai and Woosung—as witness 
the boats which ply regularly every 
day, charging 40 cash a-bend; and 
all experience has shown that the 
jnereased facilities for travel which 
tramways give, have the effect of enor- 
mously inerensing travel and almost 
of creating traffic, Districts in Eng- 
land which used to be amply served 
by a couple of mail coaches, now re- 
quive several trains of cars” a-day for 
passengers only ; and we see no reason 
why the rule should not hold good in 
Chin, Of course, Woosing is not a 
very important terminus, It is not 
like connecting Shanghai with Soochow. 
Still, the neighbourhood is a populous 
one, and the temptation to visit Shang- 
hai will be increased by the ease with 
wbich it can be done, OF the possible 
extension of the tramway hereafter, wo 
need not speak; though the prospect 
that the new means of travel may 
commend itselé to the Chinese, is not 
the least important feature in the 
scheme, *In the meantime, we have 
ouly to announce that the plans are 
ready, and that Ts, 15,000 which 
Shanghai is asked to contribute are 
the only funds needed to complete tho 
required capital, If that sum is not 
forthcoming, even in these impecuni- 
ous days, wo shall be very much 
surprised, and very much lose faith in 
the pluck and enterprise of the com. 
munity. 





CHINESE SOLDIERY IN THE SETTLEMENT. 


Sous time ago the Chinese Govern- 
ment undertook to establish a code of 
sanitary regulations for the especial 
benefit, or the reverse, of foreign 

ipping visiting the port of Shanghai. 
With a considerable amount of inge- 
nuity, it had got hold of all the ob- 
jectionable phases of quarantine as 
practised in the Mediterranean, but had, 
as might be expected, made no pro- 
vision for the practical though doubtless 
dificult. task of inspecting vessels on 
their arrival, More than this, while 
attempting to lay down stringent rules 
for foreign vessels, it had taken care 
to omit all mention of native craft. In 
this latter instance, possibly, it acted 
wisely; for even had it all the will, it 
need scarcely be said that it had none 
of the power, to make its own regula- 
tions effective. Having heard nothing 
further of the matter, we presume that 
it has dropped into oblivion ; though the 
recent ease of the Carisbrooke, aud the 
sudden and unexpected resuscitation of 
& code of rules laid by for some seven 
years, teaches us that in matters 
Where obstructiveness is convenient 
desuetude is no bar, in China. The 
case of the Flamingo and her cargo of 
1,920 men, shews how little such 
regulations are likely to be regarded 
by the Chinese Authorities where 








they themselves are concerned. 
Flamingo is by no means a very large 
vessel, her registered tonnage is reported 
at 1,209 tons. She has no special 
fittings for conveying passengers, nor 
any unusual appliances for ventilation. 
Yet into this vessel the Chinese Authori- 
ties at Formosa allowed nearly two 
thousand men, whom it pleased them to 
denominate soldiers, to be crowded. 
It is notorious that the Chinese take 
no thought for the health of their 
troops, there is no medical department, 
nor are there even surgeons to attend 
upon the wounded. Every man has to 
look ont for himself, live if he can,—die, 
if exposure and improper food leave 
himno alternative. It was a portion 
of nn army managed under those con- 
ditions that was embarked on board 
the Flamingo and landed in the 
Foreign Settlements last Saturday. 

At the best of times the climate of 
Formosa is none of the healthiest ; 
but for troops left to take care of 
themselves, and engaged against the 
savages in the jungle, it must have 
been deadly. Of course we have no 
statistics, such would be contrary to 
all Chinese ideas of right, or rather 
spoliation. How could a commander 
make money, if the number of his 
troops were known ? The thing is too 
ridiculous to think of. We, however, 
do know from the reports of the 
Tapanese force in occupation, that their 
troops suffered very severely from 
sickness. ‘The appearance of the undis- 
ciplined mob who were landed on 
Saturday, seemed to show that they 
had not escaped the dangers incident 
to camping in a climate like that of 
Formosa. At the hottest time of the 
year, two thousand men in this con- 
dition are huddled into an ordinary 
merchant steamer, no provision is 
made for comfort or decency, and 
finally they are landed in a populous 
Settlement in the condition to which 
we have had to refer. 

Chinese troops are generally the off- 
scouring of the population, and even 





at the best are but an ill-disciplined 


rabble, Residents at Anping, in 
Formosa, complained of the conduct of 
these same troops when linded there 
daring the trouble with Japan. It 
needed but a glauce at their arms and 
accoutrements to see that even the 
show of discipline daring their stay 
could not have been maintained. 
Bayonets rusted on to the ends of 
their brown besses ;” locks too little 
cared for to be able to go off; no 
scabbards, bélts, or cartridge boxes. 
Sometimes half a dozen guns tied 
together in a bundle, the ancient 
strings of which showed that possibly 
for months they bad not been handled ; 
such were some of the belongings of 
the ragged regiment whose arrival 
caused such disgust. ‘True, there 
were abundance of flags. very se- 
cond man, probably, was armed with

a calico flag. The men bearing 
these marched in Indian file, with 
their nondescript weapons sloping ab 
an angle of about forty-five degrees, 
with the course they were taking. This 
was the only sign of discipline apparent. 
The others not armed with flags, 
roamed over the place in search of 
wheelbarrows or jinrickshas to convey 
those who were unable to walk; those 
who were able to do so for the nonce 
converted their guns into carrying 
poles, and walked along with bundles 
of nondescript articles slang from each 
end. But though not very formidable 
in a military point of view, this invasion 
of the Settiements may well give grave 
cause for alarm, The unhealthy con- 
dition of the men in Formosa was not 
likely to be improved during their 
overcrowded passage to Shanghai; and 
in point of fact, we believe, several died 
during the trip, Several succumbed 
as they were being landed, and 
died on tho wharf ; two, we are told, 
were actually left dead and uncared 
for on board the ship. So unmis- 
takeable was the effluyium that, wo 
believe, every one on tho wharf who 
could do so, avoided the neighbour- 
hood of the ship from which the men were 
being landed. What was the condition 
of the ship herself we had not the 
opportunity of examining. We know 
what ordiuary Chinese are, and can 
imagine the rest. The men in this 
condition were marched, we believe, to 
the neighbourhood of the Arsenal, and 
we presume will be encamped there for 
some time. They cannot fail to have 
brought disease with them, and no better 
meaus for propagating it could well be 
desived. Nor is this all; there are, we 
believe, altogether some 6,000 troops 
in Formosa waiting to be conveyed to 
Shanghai, and this is just the first 
batch. Irrespective of the general in- 
advisability of marching bodies of 
undisciplined troops through the Settle- 
ments, the present is a specially ob- 
jectionable case, and we are glad to 
hear that the Taotai has recognized 
the fact. The prospect of 6,000 men, 
such as, those we saw on Saturday, 
marching through and being encamped 
in the neighbourhood of the Foreign 
Settlements, would not be reassuring 
from any point of view. And wo 
repeat our hope that the Taotai will be 
induced to admit the principle that the 
Foreign Settlements shall be held free, 
in future, from such incursions, 








OUR POLICY WITH THE BORDER STATES 
oF IDA. 
Mr. H. J. Buwes, writing to the June 
number of the Geographical Magazine, 
makes the following pertinent re. 
marks :—“ Is it not an extraordinary 
thing that at the present moment there 
is not a single route, from Scind all 
round the frontier to Burmah, by 
which an Englishman can pass out of 
India, except as the member of a 
Government mission, or at the risk of 
his life? Is it nob incredible that 
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along the whole Himalayan range, from 
Kumaon to Sudya, we know far less 
of the routes and passes into Tibet, 
many of which are in sight of British 
garrisons, than of the route to Lake 
Tanganika ? Is it not marvellous that, 
although hundreds of officers are 
travelling annually over all the North 
west Himalayas and Kashmeer, hardly 
any have explored the far more inter- 
esting countries to the Eastward, so 
great are the obstacles placed in their 
way both by the British and native 
authorities, and the chiefs who inhabit 
these hills?” The facts stated by 
Mr. Elwes are undoniable, and it is 
difficult on any grounds of reasonable 
policy to find ‘a reply exonerating the 
British and Indian Governments. It 
was natural that, during the time of 
reorganisation which followed the 
Mutiny, the latter Government should 
mainly occupy itself in internal re- 
forms, and exbibit less desire to com- 
plicate its external relations. But the 
causes which led up to this state of 
affairs are now happily at an end, aud 
it may well be suggested that it 
does not look as if we preserved the 
clenient of belief in our power, when 
for a series of years we submit to 
exclusion from the petty States along our 
border, and put up with the insults and 
sneers of neighbours. Even in the 
Northwest, in Kashmeer onr influence 
has not been exerted sufficiently in 
opening up the country. Further 
East, while nominally. in close 
alliance with the ruler of Nepaul, we 
permit that country to remain entirely 
sealed; our relations with Barmah 
have become notorious enough; while 
the extraordinary forbearance we have 
exhibited towards the Chinese Govern- 
ment, in permitting it to disregard its 
treaties, has not only been effective in 
compromising our relations with the 
maritime provinces, but in the West 
has culminated in the murder of Mar- 
gary and the insulting Embassy to Man- 
dalay. We can admire the class of 
officers who sprung into office after the 
‘Mutiny, men of vast talent in re-orga- 
nisation and cautious inaction, They 
were the right men at the helm in time 
of difficulty; but the Empire has ceased 
to be in difficulties, and its policy 
when flourishing should partake of a 
different tone. ~At the present moment 
we may have some idea, from the 
conduct of the King of Burmab, of the 
effect produced by our apparent care- 
Tessness. We find him receiving, with 
what pomp is possible for him, a 
Chinese Mission headed by the man 
who, there is every reason to believe, 
was the direct agent in Margary’s 
murder, Doubtless, the most astonnd- 
ing offers of support have been made 
at the Court of Mandalay on behalf 
of the Chinese Government; and the 
King of Burmah, for the nonce, is 
fain to believe that in China he bas 
found a more powerful ally than in 
England. Our long tolerance of his 
misconduct almost justities the mistake. 

Yet we know that the Government 
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of China, bad it all the will, could 
not stretch out a hand to help his 
Majesty of Burmab, before his ter- 
ritory could be overran and settled, 
—even if its help were worth having 
when it came. The idea of China, 
which could hardly prevent Portugal 
from taking Peking, going out ofits terri- 
tory to encounter the whole power of 
British India, is too absurd. But the 
King of Burmah does not know on how 
very broken a reed he is leaning; 
and when he hears the large pro- 
mises of the Chinese, and sees the 
supineness so long shown by England, 
he forms his own conclusions that the 
former is the more powerful of the 
two. What is true of the King of 
Burmah is trae of every potentate, large 
or small, along the whole of our North- 
eastern frontier. They see, or think 
they see, in China, a power able to 
cope with us on even terms, and 
take their cue accordingly. More 
wise than we, in forming its treaties 
with China Russia took the definite 
step of insisting on the right to establish 
consulates and trading posts in the 
districts of Central Asia then acknow- 
ledging the Empire of China. We 
contented ourselves with general pro- 
visions as to our right of travelling 
through the Empire. Events have 
occurred which have rendered useless 
the stipulations about Consuls at Kash- 
gar aud other places, and which have, 
partially at least, thrown open the 
dominions of the Ameer; still, Russia 
has by the treaty, certain claims which 
it is not likely will be allowed to fall 
into oblivion. We, on the contrary, 
have permitted our own stipulations 
to fall into desuetude, and have failed 
to insist on the right of travel across 
the frontier which the favoured nation 
clause “of our treaty secures us. We 
have permitted the frontier to remain 
closed, and this, along with our vacil- 
Inting policy on the seaboard, has 
naturally resulted in the present posi- 
tion of affairs, lamented by Mr. Elwes 
as well as by the majority of those 
who have made our Eastern policy 
their study. We may perhaps con- 
gratulate ourselves that there is now a 
fair prospect of matters being put on a 
better footing.

‘The May-June number of the China 
Review opens ivith a continuation of Mr. 
Mayers’ valuable paper on ‘‘ Chinese Ex- 
plorations of the Indian Ocean during the 
Fifteenth Century.” ‘The present portion is 
occupied with areview of HwangSing-tséng’s 
description of the kingdom of Chan-ch’éng, 
ocoupying the central portion of the modern 
Annam. This country is identified clearly 
with the Champa of Marco Polo. The 
Court ceremonies and the title of the King, 
identified by Mr. Mayers as Sri Maharaja, 
leaves no doubt as t6 the Indian origin of 
the dynasty ; in this, agreeing with what 
we know of the adjoining kingdom of 
Cambodia, The mode of writing was 

















described as twisted and crooked like 
worms, probably allied to Sanscrit or Pali, 
‘Some of the legends and practices described 
are sufficiently curious, amongst others 
the ordeal by crocodiles, where the parties 
in a suit respecting which no decision can 
be come to otherwise, are made to plunge 
into a tank tenanted by crocodiles, and the 
‘one who escapes is held to be innocent, 
If we mistake not, a similar practice exist. 
ed till a short time ago near the mouth 
of the Indus, Opposite the mainland uf 
Chan-ch’éu and of Kw'énlun, 
described stretching for a distance of 
1000 li. Its inhabitants lived by fishing 
and gathering fruit: they have th 
abodes in nests and holes; their appearance 
is monstrous, and their colour black, ‘The 
name of the island and the description of 
tho inhabitants led, some years ago, to the 
supposition of a black race having, within 
historic times, inhabited the Himalayas, 
Mr. Mayers identifies the island with the 
Pulo Condor group, It is difficult, how. 
evey, to make the descriptions tally, Is 
there a pos ity of important subsid. 
ences during historic times? Mr. Mayers 
makes the suggestion that perhaps to 
Chan-ch’éng we are indebted for the 
modern name of China, the same syllable 
chan or chen occurring in several names in 
the peninsula, as Kin-chan, Chan-pa, and 
Chenla, at present knownas Cambodia, The 
character word yb is used to the present 
day in South China, and, we presume from 
analogy, as well as on the authority of 
Polo and others, in the Indo-Chinese 
peninsula pronounced as Cham, au im- 
portant phonetic difference,

Chalmers says, they have never admitted 
into their systems the degrading super- 
stitions which have dragged” Hindooisin 
to the lowest abyss, Still the origi- 
nals aro the same in both eases, Mr. 
MoClntehio is decidedly wrong in his 
identification of Yang, the bright, with a 
potent principle, We must rather refer 
the Yang of the Chinese to the Agni of 
the old Tudinn mythology, the potent god 
of fire, whose cult has reached from 
Europe to the furthest part of Asia, 
Still, that thero was a connection of ideas 
detiveen the conjunction of the two ayatems 
Mr. Chalmers himself, in his preface to 
tho Two-teh King, is fain to acknowledge ; 
and this fact, whatever the conch to 
bo derived therefrom, must be fairly dis- 
cussed in such a work as that attempted 
by Mr. McClatchie, Mr, MeClatchie is also 
wrong in translating ‘Ti, as emperor.

The China Mail says: ‘The ultimatum 
to Peking on the Margary ense appears to 
bo even more stringent than we supposed. 
‘The Chine: have 24 hours to make 
upttheir minds in; and as Mr. Wade, we 
believe, accompanied the document, there 
will be but small chauce of evasion. ‘The 
alternative will be such measures as we 
deom fit. Meanwhile Indian troops have, 
we learn, beon ordered to the frontier of 
Yuonan.” Mr, Wade has certainly not 
accompanied the document as yet, but 
perhaps the sentence should be translated 
into the future tonse. ‘Ihe Mail also 
says: “The Home Government has, we 
understand, come to a decision on two 
important points, Kiung-chow is to b 
opened ; aud the Western trade route is, 
Mr. Margary’s murder notwithstandi 
to be properly explored. ‘These decisions 
will commend themselves to all foreign 
residents in China, aud our insistance on 
their being carried out will produce a 
healthy moral effect.” Furthermore, the 
Ghinese are to be requested to send Ambas- 
aadors to Europe. “Six days ago (says 
thé Mail), a Reuter’s telegram informed 
us that Mr. Bourke bad in the House of 
Commons stated that the Government had 
“not been informed respecting the decision 
of the Chinese Government as to the esta- 
blishment of Legations and Consulates in 













































Europe.’ We are now able to state 
this question is being brought to the notice 
of the Peking authorities in a very plain 
and straightforward manner, and that all 
proper pressure will be pnt upon them to 
induce a compliance with the custom of 
civilized uations in this respect. ‘The nui- 
sance of having to refer in every trifling 
matter to Peking from London is becoming 
too much even for the Foreign Office ; and 
it is moreover felt that a Chinese Minister 
to St. James’ would be in a position to 
influence his Government, far superior to 
that occupied by the British Representative 
at Peking. ‘The latter must to some extent 
always appear to occupy au_antagoni 
position towards the native Cabinet. ‘The 
Intter, surrounded by the busy life of a 
Western country, would realize much 
which is at present unknown to and un- 
imagined by the Peking mandarin.

Lin Chung- 
ming laid a plaint before the district 
magistrate, that his son Lin Niang-chi had 
been severely wounded, bit when sum- 
moned before the magistrate, he (the father) 
behaved in a most violent manner, and 
when the magistrate repaired to his house 
to inspect the wounds, he, Lin Chung- 
ming, slut the door, and would not admit 
him, while Lin Niang-chi had absconded 
and could not be traced. 

‘This action, is extremely discreditable. 
Lin Chnng-ming having been duly recom- 
mended, he ought to have behaved with 
decent self restraint, instead of which 
he allows his son to be guilty of gross 
violence, while he himself behaves out- 
rageously ina Court of Justice. In con- 
sequence of his acts, it is hereby ordered 
that Liu Chung-ming be immediately 
deprived of rank; that his certificate of 


























































good conduct be cancelled, and that he 
be tried and punished according to the law. 

The intention of the Court in ordering 
Prefects and Magistrates throughout the 
Empire to recommend men who are dutiful, 

orruptible, regular and upright, is 
turally to obtain a selection of officials 
distinguished alike for their scholarship 
and good conduct ; and to what a pass has 
the country como when a swarm of knaves 
like these necessarily hefoul the well dis- 
posed in their turbid waters, and utterly 
submergo all right-minded candidates. 
This year an Act of Grace has already 
been promulgated, ordering the Governors 
of provinces to make thorongh enquiries 
before recommending officials. 

(2) Lin-yo-shan, Goveror-General of 
Yunnan and Kweichow, reports that bear- 
ing up against his sickness, he started 
for his post on the 23rd of May last, 
from his home at Siang-siang, in Hoonan. 
Tn consequence of the late rebellion, the

(3) Kwang-an, a member of the Grand 
Council, tutor to the Heir Apparent, 
memorializes on the obstacles thrown in 
the way of educated men who have taken 
degrees, in obtaining office; and petitioning 
the throne to alter the existing regulations, 
Last year the Censor Yuen Ching-yoh pet 
tioned that the old regulations regarding 
graduates might be restored, and that a 
limit should be placed upon promotion 
for meritorious services, In reply to 
this the Board were ordered to send up 
a report. ‘Therein the Board suggests 
that, from ‘Taotais downward, candidates 
by subscription or recommended for meri. 
torious services, should only be thrust inth 
the official ranks here and there, and 
thus the stream of proportion for graduates 
would not be dammed up, while at th 
same time there would be no stagnation 
in the flow of subscriptions. 

‘The above received the assent of the 
‘Throne. Kwang-an goes on to say that

‘They stated that owing to difier- 
ent arrangements in their staff both here 
and at Canton, they could carry on the 
business for a Jess sum than was previously 
estimated by them ; and now offered to pay 
ail expenses aud ontyoings formerly paid 
by the General Agents, including the cost 
of the Macao Agency, for the sum of 
$14,000 per annum, payable monthly, they 
finding, freo of all expense to the Company, 
storage for all the usual stores and equip- 
ments, and for coal up to 1,000 tons, 
Should their offer be accepted, they would 
take over the lease of the present offices of 
the Company from the day of receiving the 
General Agency, and also the furniture 
and office appurtenances which haye been 
purchased. 

‘Tho Cuarwan said that, as stated in 
their last report, the Directors had con- 
sulted the wishes of tho shareholders, 
which ins to carry on the Company with 
a Board of Directors, with a Secretary, 
and the alterations ‘in the Articles of 
Association which would be laid before 
the shareholders to-day would meet that 
view.

‘The very next 
thing that he heard from him was these 
letters which had just been Inid before the 
meeting. He thought it discourteous in 
the extreme of Messrs. Butterfield and 
Swire to write such letters as those. ‘They 
did not even say how they would take the 
Company, and what was contained in their 
letters was all the directors knew on the 
subject. If there was opposition to the 
Company, he could only say that it would 
be most’ lamentable for thoss who at.

On landing, they were 
formed up in the usual Chinoss order 
of marching, the van led Ly ‘a large 
number of-banner-bearers, the bai 
deing furied round the pole and carried 
in awkward fashion. — ‘The soldiers 
were accompanied hy a multitude of 
coolics, conveying pots aud kettles, bed- 
ding, &e., &¢, On debouching into the 
Hongkew road, they swarmed all across 
it, “und obstructed tho traffic 80 
completely that both drivers and ped 
trians were obliged to draw to the side, 
and wait while they passed. Lu addition 
to the annoyance thus caused, some of 
the men yelled and made’ grimaces 
at every “foreigner they saw; while 
others amusod themselves by pushing the 
poles of their pikes and fligs against 
ponies’ heads or logs, or, swinging the pole 
round just over the liexds of pedestrians, 
caused them to duck to avoid a blow, 
& movemont that excited yells and 
laughter, nut only from the soldiery but 
also from the resident Chinese crowding 
the thoroughfare, On nearing the English 
Settlement, the troops marched in a more 
orderly and quiet manner—at lexst we 
have heard of no misconduct on the Bund 
—but after crossing the Yang-kivg-pang, 
their rowdyiom showed itself in further 
ingulls and in one instance pi 
outrage, A Indy and yentleman wi 
driving along the French Bund, aud meot- 
ing the rabble, endeavoured to avoid 
them as much as possible by giving up the 
road to them. . ‘I'vo of tho ruffians never- 
tholess deliberately lowered their poles, and 
struck both the Indy and gentleman ! ' Ono 
blow fell on the gentleman’s temple and 
also knocked off the lady’s bonnet ; the 
other blow took effect on the lady’s face 
and was of such forco:as to cause a very 
sovere bruise. brutal conduct, wo 
are told, received the applause of all 
who saw it; the march out 
jing thus marked with 
the same gross ‘misconduct that distin 
guished its commencement. ‘The men 
were en route for Kianguan Arsenal ; a0 why 
they were landed in Hongkew, it is dificult 
to say. Some of them seemed to be suf- 
fering from disease, and could hardly 
keop up with their more robust comrades 
and others, atill worse, were obliged to 
conveyed on wheelbarrows. ‘Three of ti 
poor wretches died —alon, 
wharf, the bodies being taken away, wo 
are informed, in sampans.—The arms 
carried by the men were of the most 
jacollaneous description,—rifles, spears, 
tridonts, pikes, swords, &c. ,—allapparently 
in wretched condition from rust and dirt. 
‘The arrival of the troops was, it appears, 
quite unexpected, the: fret intimation 
joing given by some natives at the Hong- 
kew Police Station that a number 
soldiers were gone to the jetties at Hun 
Wharf, and wero endeavouring: to 
forcible possession of the sampans and 
cargo-boats plying there for hire, Ser- 
geant Skinner and’ some constables went 
fo the place, and found that the sampan- 
men and boatmen had taken care of 
themselves and property by pushing off 
into the stroam, though apparently in a 
state of fear. There were at this time 
only about thirty or forty soldiers to 
be seen; and they, on seeing the con- 
stables, loft the wharf and went along 
the rond towards Hongkew Creek. There 
being no other soldiers then in sight, the 
sergeant thought they were only a a 
detachment on duty, desirous of making 
their way to the city, and therefore made 
no provision for the reception of the main 
body. On arriving at Hongkew Creek 
bridge, theadvanced party triedtoget tothe 
oats and sampans moored in the ere 
in the same violont manner as at the whart 
jetties ; one of the men going so far as

A letter from Lima in the Cologne Gazette, 
says Peruvian agrioulture, which has hither: 
to been in a most flourishing state, is 
now threatened with a new danger. Itis 
known that the Portuguese Government, 
acting on the urgent representations of Eng- 
land, ns forbidden the coolie traffic which 
formerly existed between the Portugues 
colony of Macao and Peru, The Peruviat 
Indians, however, are s0 indolent that the 
iand-owaers are’ entirely dependent on 
[Chinese workmen for the tillage of their 
fields, and there is reason to fear-that when 
| the existing contracts with the coolies have 
lexpired there will be no workmen left to 
cultivate the land. ‘The offorts made at great 
| expense by the Government to attract immi- 
grants to Peru from Europe have totally 























failed. Even the Italians, who were given a 
free passage to Callao, refuse agricultural 
euployment. An attempt is now to be made 
to induce an immigration from China, and the 
Gcvernment has proposed to Congress that 
an annual subvention of 000 should 
be granted to a society which is being formed 
for gratuitously conveying Chinese colonists 
irom the Asiatic ports to Callao, It is 
certainly no advantage to the Peruvian nation 
that people of so different a race and religion, 
and sunk in superstition and ignorance, should 
settle down in such numbers among them 5 
hut they are driven to this measure by sheer 
necessity, and the Government promises to do 
its utmost to protect the Chinese ayainst the 
abuses from which they suffered under the 
coolie system.
